Sir: 


I beg to report that I received an urgent 
call from Squemish Residential School and found that 
the sewage system was completely blocked, and overflowing. 
There was no time to obtain authority to have repairs 
made before starting work on it, as the situation is 
serious. I have employed men to open up the system and 
make the necessery repairs under the supervision of the 
school caretaker, who hes @ thorough knowledge of the 
layout of the system, as he was present when it was in- 
stalled. 

A further report will be sent later, put I 
presume the Department will not object to the work being 
commenced without first obtaining authority. It may be 
only a day or two's work, but it may be more extensive 
as it is impossible to locate the stoppage without uncovering 
the pipes. If near the school, a day or two will suffice, 
but it may be anywhere within 800 yards where it connects 
with the City system. 


It is probably caused by roots, 4s the City 
of North Vancouver is heaving similar trouble elsewhere.

With further reference to my letter of the 
lLOth instant regrrding the trouble with the sewage 
system 2t Squamish Residential School, I have had this 
Opened up, end it is easy to see the cause of the trouble. 


There ore two pipes - one from the girls' side 
and one from the boys' side - snd these are both 6" in 
diameter. They are joined to one 4" pipe, which connects 
with the sewer. The remarkable thing is that such an 
error has not caused trouble before. 


It is necessary to renew_130 feet of the four-inch 
pipe with 6" vitrified pipe, and I am having this done 
pending your approval, as it is absolutely necessary snd 
cénnot be delayed awaiting authority. 


I trust this will be approved, under the circum- 
stances.

I beg to refer reports of Juné 10th and 12th 
regarding the stoppage in the sewage system st Squamish 
Residential School. After opening*it up, we have found 
it more serious than anticipated, not only was the pipe too 
small but it was laid im a criminally inefficient manner. 
Instead of being straight, there were curves around every 
rock. The joints were not cemented, end the roots have 
bunched up inside the pipes. The health ausshorities gneve 
us until today to get the water running, end this was done 
last evening. Two man-holes have to be puilt, and 180 feet 
of pipe renewed. 


It is twelve feet below ground st one end end four 
feet at the other. On account of wet weather, the trench 
began to cave in and had to be shored upe I was able to 
get an expert in this line of work, who is Bignay recommended 
by the North Vancouver engineering department - Mr.Piper, 
who is doing a good jobe 


No Indians are available for digging, there is not 
one sble-bodied Indian on the Reserve unemployed, so white 
men ere doing the work. They request some pfy as they have 
now worked during a period of eight days from the 10th to 
the 17th as follows:

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter of the 
20th instant regording repfirs to the sewage system at 
Squamish Indian Residential School. 


The Department does not eppenar to realize that this 
work is &n emergency. The sewage system wes completely 
blocked up, and theeffluvia at the School wos not only un- 
pleasant, but a distinct werning, snd for the protection 
of the pupils and staff at the school, something had to be 
done immedintely - otherwise there wos grave danger of an 
epidemic which could easily heve had tragic consequences 
among these small children. The health authorities also 
notified us that conditions were bad, and with all these 
warnings we should have found ourselves in an unenvinble 
position with the public and press had an epidemic occurred. 


I quite understand thet no specific amount in the 
current year's Appropriation was mede for repnirs ot this 
school, ®nd no request would have been meade for eny amount. 
This wes something unforeseen, and came &s On unpleasant 
surprise. 

I considered it my duty to have the situation remedied 
immediately ms common humanity demanded that it be done. Most 
of the work is outside the school property, as shown on the 
attrched sketch, ond the school authorities sny they are quite 
unable to pay for the work from their grant, which is only 
sufficient to feed and clothe the children. 


I hope the Department will re-consider this matter 
at as early a date as possible - the workmen are clamouring 
for their pay. No Indians were available to do the work 
even if they had been able, but it required an experienced man 
to soustruct the manholes and do the necessary pipe work. 


An early reply will be apprecinted os it is not pleasant 
to deal with men who think they are being refused their wages.

With further reference to your letter of the 24th 
ultimo and other correspondence in connection with the re- 
pairs to Squamish Residential School sewage, the Department 
is responsible for this expense and not the school authorities. 


I have gone further into the matter, and find that 
the school formerly had a septic tank, and it is claimed 
that they never experienced any trouble, but when the Auditor- 
jum was built in 1927, the school was connected by the puilder 
of the auditorium with their system, and against the wishes 
of the school at that time. This accounts for the shoddy 
work on the pipes where they connected two six-inch pipes with 
‘a four-inch main and did not even cement the joints. This 
was in line with the rest of the work at the Auditorium, but 
wes to be expected when such & person 48 Andrew Paull was 
appointed “building inspector" | The School authorities 
are in no way responsible for present conditions, and the 
liability is entirely that of the Department. 


I trust the matter will be immedistely reconsidered 
in the light of this further information, and the labour and 
material paid for. 


In addition to the previous list of wages earned, 
as shown in my letter of June 2lst, the following additional 
work has been done, which completes the job:

I wish to point out that I wrote you on the 10th of June by 
air mail, which letter must have been received by the llth 
or 12th, notifying you that the sewage system was blocked, 
that I was having the pipes opened up, that it might be an 
extensive job, and I asked if you objected to my having the 
work done. bn June 12th I again reported about the work, 
asking for approval; on the 2lst I reported further, and 
you did not write until June 20th refusing to pay for ite 
As the reports I sent were by air mail, I consider the Depart- 
ment should have notified me on the llth or 12th at the latest 
that you would not pay the cost, and I should then, of course, 
stopped the work, and declined to accept further responsibility, 
although I think an outbreak of typhoid would have cost con- 
siderably more than these repairs. 


I regret that I have to disagree with the Depart- 
ment's decision in this matter. The present situation is 
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that both the Department and the School disclaim respon- 
sibility, and the cost of labour and material are unpaid 
the workmen are demanding their wages, and no funds are 
available here to pay them. I do not know what the 
next step will be, but the workmen will probably commence 
some kind of action.

Dear Sir: 


I desire to acknowledge the receipt of your 
levters of June 29th., and July 4th., in connection 
with repairs to the sewage system at the Squamish 
Residential School. 


AS you were informed in official letter of the 
20th. ultimo, it was not found possible to include 
any specific amount in the current year’s anpropria- 
tion for repairs and improvements at this school. 
The Department is therefore unable to consider 
payment of the expenditure involved in repairing 
the sewage system. 


In view of the fact that it has been decided 
that no further deductions will be made from the 
per capita allowances of Residential Schools, the 
management of the Squamish School will receive an 
amount $126.00, which was deducted from their 
March quarter earnings. This amount will be paid 
when issuing check for the June quarter grant. 
Inaddition there gill be no deduction from 
the June quarter, consequently, the school manage- 
ment should have sufficient funds to pay for the 
expenses in connection with the sewage system.

With reference to your decision not to pay 
the expenses of repairing the sewage works leading from 
Squamish Residential School, I have received a telephone 
call this morning from Mr.Goumain saying that the workmen 
are going to sue for their wages - against whom, I do not 
know. If against me, I do not feel that I should em- 
ploy counsel at my own expense. Personally, I do not 
gee how provision could have been made in advance for 
emergency expense, such *s this, which could not possibly 
pe foreseen. 


The school authorities have ® clear case, 4s it 
wos not the Residential School system which was blocked 
but the pipes laid when the auditorium was built. The 
auditorium is the day school, and the Residential School 
is & separate building, which belongs to the Order of the 
Sisters of the Child Jesus.

Dear Sir: 


In a letter dated June 12 Indian Agent 
Ball wrote to the Department stating that the 
sewage system at the Squamish residential schvol 
wes causing trouble and that he had already 
authorized the necessary work. In subsequent 
letters dated June 21, June 29 and July 4 he wrote 
to us again in connection with this matter and in 
each of these letters referred to the Squamish 
residential school. 


In the meantime we had advised him that as 
no funds were specifically provided in our appro- 
priation for expenditure at the Squamish residential 
school during the present fiscal year it was impossible 
for us to consider payment of the expenditure for 
repairing the sewage system. Our reason for making 
this statement was that this is a Church-owned school 
and present regulations require us to secure an Order- 
in Council for all expenditures at Church-owned schools 
and only those Church-owned schools that are specially 
mentioned in the Order-in-Council can be considered 
for expenditures. As no request had been received when 
we were preparing our estimates for any expenditure at 
the Squamish residential school it naturally followed 
that this school was not specially mentioned in the 
Order-in-Couneil secured this year. We intimated this 
to Mr. Ball but from the tone of some of his letters 
it would appear that he considers we are simply trying 
to ignore him. This is certainly not the case. I 
think you will realize that we have our own difficulties 
and certainly in the present instance it was not possible 
to authorize any expenditure at the Squamish residential 
school due to the reasons stated above.

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after all the letters he wrote to us 
he has now forwarded another letter dated July 15 
stating that the sewage work was actually in 
connection with the Squamish day school although 
as pointed out above, his other letters mentioned 
Squamish residential sehool. We can make expenditures 
at Squamish day school because this is considered in 
our records as Departmental property. Under these 
circumstances we are arranging to forward en accountable 
cheque for $165.42. 


I wish you would explain this matter to 
Mr. Ball.

On the 9th, the Sisters at Squamish Residential 
School reported a blockage in the sewage system at the 
school and work was commenced immediately as the health 
authorities notified us conditions were unsatisfactory. 
the Department has refused to support my action in this 
matter, and refused to pay the expense. What are an

Sir: 


I have the honour to report a matter to you 
personally, the necessity for so doing being regretted, 
but the Welfare & Training Branch does not appear to 
realise the serious situation. 


The facts are briefly as follows, and have been 
reported to the Yepartment onthe seplowsag dates - June 10th 
(air-mail), June 12th, June 21st (air-mail), June 29th, 

July 4th and July 15ths- 


On June 10th the Squamish Residential School 
caretaker phoned me to go over and advise them as the sewage 
system was blocked and the health authorities hed reported 
that the effluvia was most marked. I investigated, and 
immediately wrote the Department by air mail that it was 
necessary to employ someone to open up @ system and asking 
for the necessary authority. On the 12th we found the 
blockage more serious than expected and I again reported 
to the Department, following it with further reports on the 
2lst and 29th of June. Absolutely no attention whatever 
was paid to my requests of June 10th and 12th for authority 
to do the work and not until the 25th June was any reply 
received, and then a letter, dated June 20th, by ordinary 
mail, arrived with the information that "it was not found 
possible to include any specific amount in the current year's 
appropriation for repairs and improvements at this School. 
Under these circumstances, the Department cannot pay for the 
expenditure caused by improving the sewage system." 


This borders on the ridiculous as no one coulda 
possibly have foretold that the sewage system would be blocked 
On June 10th 1939, and the work being done was not ‘improvement * 
but a vital necessity to safeguard health and possibly lives. 
What would have been the situation if I had done nothing 
and @n outbreak of typhoid had occurred, as it might easily 
have done? What are an Agent's duties, if not to attend to 
such matters? 


I strongly object to the Department ignoring my 
requests of June 10th and subseouent dates,by air-mail, for 
authority to do the work and waiting until the work was 
finished before saying they would not pay for it. I should 
have been advised on June llth by air-mail or telegram that 
the Department would not pay for the labour sand material, 
and I should have stopped all work, and allowed matters to 
take their own course. It was érossly unfair to wait until 
the work was done and then refuse to pay for it, and such treat- 
ment is totally foreign to the usual custom of the Department. 


I received a further letter, File NoO.167-1-5, dated 
July 8th repeating that the Yepartment is unable to consider 
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payment of the expenditure and apparently expecting the 
School to do so. This they rightly refuse, as the blockage 
was found between the school system and the municipal sewer. 
{The school formerly had their own septic tanks with 6 inch 
pipes from the boys' and girls’ sides of the school, but 
many years ago the Department, aga'nst the wishes of the 
School, had connected them with the sewer, andin so doing 
had connected two six-inch pipes to one of four inches, and 
it is amazing that such an arrangement has not been blocked 
soonere 

The situation now is that the wor«men are threaten- 
ing suit for their wages and nothing has been paid either 
for labour or material. 


I do not see what other action I could have taken 
and am quite sure I should have merited censure if I had 
not protected the Department from public criticism and 
possible action by the health authorities. The School 
is in the Municipality of North Vancouver, surrounded by 
residences of white people, and the situation was one 
requiring prompt action, and I was entitled to different 
treatment from the Department. 


Surely provision is made in all estimates for 
emergencies of this kind, and it is no excuse to say that 
provision was not made for such work in this instance.

Dear Sir: \ Your File 167-1-5. 


I have to refer to Mr. Hoey's letter of October 17th 
in the matter of expenditures incurred by Mr. Indian Agent 
Ball for repairs to the sewerage system serving the North 
Vancouver (Squamish) Indian Residential and Day Schools. 


I have inquired into this matter, as instructed, 
and found that the section of the system repaired runs along 
one of the main roads through the village along which new Indian 
houses have recently been constructed. In all probability these 
dwellings will in time be connected to this system, and as the 
Indians consider they have a right to do this I do not see why 
their funds should not, to some extent, be used to meet the 
costs of maintenance. In my opinion the two last accounts 
submitted by Mr. Ball, i-e., g52.55 and $106.50, covered by 
resolution of the Band, would be a fair charge against the Band 
Funds, and I would recommend they be so charged.

I beg to report that damage to the extent of 
$70.00 was done to school property at Squamish Indian Resi- 
dential School on Hallowe'en night last year, and although 
every effort has been made to locate the offenders, we have 
been unsuccessful. The school caretaker gave me the names 
of four boys who, he snid, were implicated, but they were all 
able to prove definitely that they were at home hours before 
the damage was done, and did not leave their homes until the 
next day. 

One of the drinking fountains in the school grounds 
was damaged to the extent of yl0.00, the rest of the damage being 
to buildings ana fences. 


whe sister Superior requests that we assist in 
repairing this damage, and has asked me to write you for your 
esdvice. 

The drinking fountain is one of the two which the 
Department installed some years ago. A flag pole was cut down 
and fences broken, besides damage to buildings. I respectfully 
request that at least part of the expense be paid. the Sister 
Superior has made many improvements to the school at her own 
expense, when they have been suggested to her, and recently 
installed new fire escapes, and I hope the vepartment will see 
its way clear to accede to this request.

It has been brought to the Department's 
attention that, in preparing the March quarter return 
of the Squamish I an Residential School, per capita 
allowance is requested for ninety-one (923 days for 
pupils 0121 and 0122, whereas both of these girls were 
out of school for at least two months. In this con- 
nection, I would point out that extreme care should be 
exercised in preparing the quarterly return. 


Under the heading "Total number of days pupil 
in residence during quarter", there should be entered 
only the actual number of days each pupil is in residence 
during the quarter which the return covers. If a pupil 
is absent oe to illness or any other cause, per capita 


allowance should not be requested for the period of absence. 
For instance, if a pupil is absent for thirty (30) days, 

the figure 62 should appear under this heading opposite 
such pupil's name and, in the column headed "Remarks", etc.; 
the reason for absence should be stated.

All avenues were watched, even the look-out 
at the entrance to the harbour,as they had said something 
about going to Squamish by cance. 


All five were found next day several miles 
from the School, having spent the night witha white 
man woo is married to an Indian woman. They were returned 
to School apparently none the worse for their experience. 


I am reporting this because it may reach you 
indirectly and through alarmist channels. There was no 
reason for the truancy; they were merely tired of confine- 
ment in the School as we are not allowing the pupils to 
visit the Indian village on account of epidemics of measles 
and influenza.

The Police located the boys at Squamish 
ana the total cost of getting them back to Vancouver amounted 
to 13.55 (as shown on the account attachea to the voucher), 
put I was able to collect 9.80 rrom the boys' shares of the 
recent Squamish interest distribution. The boys involvea 
were Lorne Antone, No.5,; Donald Moody, No.87; ana Sammy 
Louie, No.84, all of the Squamish Band. 


The boys obtained sufficient money to take them to 
Squamish by stealing some baskets from an Indian house on 
Squamish I.R.No.l, and selling them in Vancouver to a Japanese 
store. It wis necessary to reimburse the store tor the w10.00 
they paid the boys, and the baskets were restored to their owner. 
While awaiting trial tor this theft, they were held at the Juven- 
ile Detention Home tor 4 days each at 8o¢ per day, making a total 
cost ot $10.20, which also haa to ve paia.

I beg to advise that the Sister Superior of 
Squamish Indian Residential School requests the immediate 
discharge of Noe 0185, Mildred Baker, who is unmanageable, 
swears at the Sisters, runs away from school, and generally 
sets a bad exemple. She was found with a soldier in Vancouver 
on one ocension, end figured in @ juvenile delinquency case. 


Mildred Baker was born January 28th 1926, and is, 
therefore, in her 15th year. She is the daughter of NOe, 
Williem Baker, Jr., of the Squamish Band. Both William Baker 
Jr., and his wife, Varoline, are worthless Indians, and Caroline 
is continuelly in jail - in fact, is there now. “hey have a 
large family, who sre left to themselves without any parental 
control, so it is not surprising to find the chilaren difficult 
to handle. 


If we discharge this girl, she will immediately 
follow in her pfsrents' footsteps and become a prostitute in 
Vanc ouvere 


I would recommend that she be placed in the crre of 
the Convent of the Good *hepherd in Vancouver, where she may, 
under different surroundings, improve in cherecter. The 
Convent will accept her at ¥15.00 a month, which is little 
more than we sre paying the Squamish Residential School, and 
I respectfully request your authority to plsece her there 
forthwith. 


She could be committed to the Provincial Girls' 
Industriel School, but she will be worse rather than better 
when she is rdeased, and the authorities there are reluctant 
to accept a young Indian girl unless committed to them by the 
Juvenile Court.

The other girl, Elsie Gonzales, has just figured in 
a disgusting Court case in North Vancouver. The cirl's father, 
Arthur Gonzales, made a great disturbance when his daushter was 
missing from school, and advised the Sisters that he was spending 
day and night looking for her, and we had much sympathy for him. 
Elsie was returned to his custody, but three weeks later, to our 
amazement, the Police notified me that the «irl, accompanied by 
her married sister and a young brother, had oalied upon them and 
laid a charge of incest against the father. The case came up 
for trial and after three sessions at Court, he was convicted 
this sorning and given 18 months imprisonment. The evidence 
given was most revolting and inoriminated him in connection with 
all three of his daughters. Personally I think the sentence 
was much too light but, of course, we have no control over that. 


There is no place to which we oan send this girl 
as Lejac School does not want her, and I believe that if we 
could now release Mildred Jaker from the Good Shepherd !!ome 
and Send Elsie Gonzales there in her place, it will be the 
best place for her and everyone else.

This office is concerned that the best possible use does 
not appear to be made of the Residential Schools. It is believed that 
many children who should be in Residential Schools are being prevented 
from being admitted by the presence of children in Residential Schools 
who could very well attend Day Schools. 


It has always been the Department's policy to have Super- 
{ntendents approve the admission of children to Residential Schools and 
have them indicate their approval by signing the application forms for 
pupils entering Residential School. No child should be admitted to a 
Residential School unless these forms have been completed. It is the 
responsibility of a Superintendent in whose Agency the Residential Schoo! 
is located to check the quarterly return with the application forms and 
delete pupils from the quarterly roturn for whom there is no completed 
application forme Application forms from outside Agencies should be for= 
warded to the Superintendent in charge of the Agency in which the Kesid- 
ential School is lecated for forwarding to the Department. The practice 
of having children admitted to Residential Schools without the approval 
of the Superintendent should not be tolerated. Such practice, in addition 
to permitting accommodation to be used by children who have no need for 
this type of service, is a contributing factor to the lengthy delay which

Grant has completed a partial investigation and the home 
and other circumstances of some of the Squamish Band pupils 


enrolled in the Squamish Residential School are detailed in 
her report attached. 


In the absence of Supt. Taylor these families 
have been discussed with Mr. Henson and it is agreed that 
there is no apparent reason why all of the children listed 
who are enrolled in the residential school should not live 
at home and attend on a day basis. 


It is intended at an early date to review the 
circumstances of the other pupils enrolled in the school but 
in the meantime I would recommend that the Frank Guerrero 
children, the Chief Moses Joseph childrem, the William Billy 
children and the Dominic Baker children be discharged from 
the residential school and required to attend on a day basis.

It is understood that the enrolment approved and 
pending at the above mentioned school will total approximately 
85 pupils whereas the authorized enrolment is only 70. The 
Reverend Principal is reluctant to refuse the applications 
pending for the reason that the pupils' home conditions in 
all cases are alleged to be such that admission to a resident- 
jal school is essential. 


Under the circumstances we have arranged to have 
Miss Grant review the circumstances with regard to every one 
of the 85 pupils who if required to live at home would have 
educational facilities evailable. 


It is hoped that within a few days we will be able 
to recomnend that some of the children be instructed to attend 
on a day basis which will enable a reduction in the enrolment 
to 70, which number I understand is all that the school can 
properly accommodate.

With reference e attached lettor from Jr. Ling, 
I wish to be ge that it now timely to make arrangements 
for a manual training in ator, who will give classes in 
the evening to the young men of the “quamieh Indian Keserve. 
He should also ye one half day's instruction per week in 
the daytime for pupils of the Squamish Indian Residential 
Sehool - in all a total of 3 lessons per week, two in the 
evening and one in the daytime. As soon as an instruotor is 
selected, it will be ne essary for him to indicate just what 
equipment and materials are required for our purposes. The 
classes will be held in the now oo unity hall and anual 
training centre, which has recently been opened on the 
Reserve. 


I understand that funds could ve found in the 
Band's Interest Account to pay for this activity; but I am 
of the opinion that it would be a proper charee against the 
special appropriation of $100,000 per annum for British 
Columbia Indian work. It has already been proposed that 
$20,000 of this special appropriation be used for vocational 
training. 


Previous to the receipt of Lr. iing's recone nd- 
ation that Mir. B. #. Hopkinson, of 156 Seventh Ave. W.., 
Vancouver, be employed, liesars. Cairns and verry suggestod 
that ir. wileox, manual training instructor for liort 
Janoouver City Schools, be given the work.

With reference to the attached letter from Dr. King, 
I wish to report that it is now timely to make arrangements 
for g manual training instructor, who will give classes in 
the evening to the young men of the Squamish Indian Reserve. 
He should also give one half day's instruction per week in 
the daytime for pupils of the Squamish Indian Residential 
School - in all a total of 3 lessons per week, two in the 
evening and one in the daytime. AS soon as an instructor is 
selected, it will be nevessary for him to icate just what 
equipment and materials are required for our purposes. The 
classes Will be held in the new co. munity hall and manual 
training centre, which has recently been op ed on the 
Reserve. 


I understand that funds could be found in the 
Band's Interest Account to pay for this activity; but I an 
of the opinion that it would be a proper charze against the 
special appropriation of 3100,000 per annum for Britis! 
Columbia Indian work. It has already been proposed that 


$20,000 of this special appropriation be used for vocational 
training. 


Previous to the receipt of Dr. lLing's recommend- 
ation that Mr. E. F. Hopkinson, of 156 Seventh Ave., W., 
Vancouver, be employed, Messrs. Cairns and verry suggested 
that lir. Wilcox, manual training instructor for North 
Vancouver City Schools, be given the work. I may say there 
has been no correspondence of late regarding the commence- 
ment of the activity. 


I recommend that Mr. Hopkinson be advised to 
apply to lire Indian Agent verry for the work,and that our 
representative be instructed to make a rep , not only 
on the instructor to be engaged, but on fe/activity 
generally.

That in view of the representations of the 
principal \gnd senior teachers of the Souamish Indian Resi- 
dential School with recard to the poor progress of pupils 
taking the manual training courses at the school, and the 
fact that it is impossible to report favourably on the work 
being done at the present time, I have no alternative but 
to request the Department to terminate the engazement of 
the present manual training instructor, Mr. R. H. Shockley, 
as from the end of June, 1933. 


In making the above recommendation, I have 
taken the following facts into consideration: 
There has been very little advance in the quality of the 
inetruction given to these boys since my interview with Mr. 
Shockley last November. 
The articles being constructed consist of stools, towel 
racks, salt boxes, brackets, and some small tables, and are 
not up to the required standard for this work in the Indien 
Schools. 
Toe Director of manual training agrees with me that there 
are a number of well trained instructors available. I 
keep in very close touch with the above mentioned Director, 
Mr. J. Kyle, who tells suitable instructors to register their 
applications in this office. 
Should the Department agree with me in the above, and decide 
to appoint a new manual training instructor at this school, 
there will be no difficulty in sugeesting a very well trained 
and experienced person, properly qualified to each the 
subject to youn Indian boys.

AS FOLLOWS: 


Manual Training Instruction: 
Althouch it will be noted that this Instructor, Mr. 
Shockley, has a B.C. Manual Training Certificate - First Class 
in both woodwork end metal-work - and has also had » very long 
experience in both public and private schools, his present 
services are not satisfactory to Inspector Barry, nor are they 
satisfactory to Mr. Indian Acent Ball. 
I understand that Mr. Kyle, Provincial Director of Manual 
Training in Public Schools, is anxious to have, wherever possible 
in our Indian schools as well as in his own schools, manual train- 
ing instructors who are in the habit of keeping up to date by 
taking summer school courses under his direction. It seems to be 
quite possible that Mr. Shockley may be considered old-fashioned 
because he does not subscribe to these courses, and was not recommend 
ed by Mr. Kyle for appointment in the first instance. I am in ag 
ment with Inspector Barry in that we should expect our instructors 
in manual training to *eep reasonably efficient in their work; and if 
4t is felt by the Indien Agent and the Inspector that _e change is

Barry would be able to nominate the services of » competent 
man who could be appointed, end this might be more satis-~ 
factory than utilizing the services of Mr. Tebb for both 
schools. It is doubtful if he could give the necessary 
attention to the work for the two schools.

Sir: 


I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter of 
the 8th instant regarding a change of instructor in Manual 
Training at Squamish Indian Residential School and have 
advised Mr. Shockley that his services will not be requir- 
ed after the end of the present month. 


I have just returned from Sechelt and consulted 
the Principal and Mr. Tebb. There is no doubt that Mr. 
TMbb's work has exceeded our expectations, and under his 
instruction the boys have done considerable repair work to 
the school, such as shingling and rebuilding sheds, etc., 
ths saving considerable money and giving the boys 
practical experience in work which they will be expected 
to do after they leave the school. In addition, Mr. Tebbd, 
who is an experienced boat builder and has built a number 
of ships along the cdSt, is going to instruct the boys in 
boat building next term. This will be very vaiuable to 
the Coast Indians and more satisfactory probably than 
spending their time following the Provincial course of 
instruction. 


Mr. Barry, Inspector of Schools, is not in favor 
of asking Mr. Tebb to take over the Squamish Indian School 
and he recommends Mr. Charles J. Merrick, 1248 Keith Road, 
Hollyburn, B.C., to replace Mr. Shockley. He states that 
Mr. Merrick is thirty-one years of age, married, holds 4 
B.C. Manual Training Certificate and for the past four and 
a half years ha s been in charge of Manual Training in the 
District of North Vancouver and has been discharged 
recently on the plea of economy. Previously he was in 
charge of Manual Training at Ocean Falls for two years.

I beg to refer again to your letter of the 8th 
instant and my reply of the 19th, regarding manual train- 
ing instruction at Squamish Residential School, North 
Vancouver, B.C. 


Mr. Merrick called this morning with the enclosed 
copies of testimonials in support of his application. The 
The Rev. Father Maillard, Principal of the Sechelt 
Residenthl School happened to be in this office when Mr. 
Merrick called, and was able to tell Mr. Merrick some of 
his experiences with this branch of the work. 


Father Maillard is in complete agreement with me 
that the practical instruction given by Mr. Tebb is in- 
valuable, and fits the pupils for the work they will find 
most useful after they leave school. 


The Squamish School is in charge of Sisters, 
consequently the discipline has bem lacking in manual 
training classes because the instructor cannot receive the 
same support as where there is a male principal. Father 
Maillard advises me that Mr. Tebb has Always insisted upon 
strict discipline in his classes and knows how to handle 
Indian pupils and much of his success is due to it. 


I believe Mr. Barry was agreeably surprised when 
he inspected the Sechelt - to find that the pupils 
knew the name of every took, how to spell it and its use, 
which he had not found in other schools; also that some 
dove-tailing work the pupils had done, could not be done 


as well...

Mr. Tebb is not & young man but advises me that 
if he did the work at both achools, he would not have to 
do any outside work. I may add that he has tilt all the 
big houses around Sechelt and many of the smaller ones. 
He also was called ih by the Department to act as build- 
ing inspector at the Sechelt Indian School when it was in 
some difficulty with the contractors during its erection. 
Mr. Tebb's family lives in Vancouver except for two a 
three months in summer when they go to Sechelt, so he would 
have no objection to travelling between the two schools.

Mr. Inspector Barry recently reported 
that the services of the present Manual Training Instructor, 
Mr. Re H. Shockley, are unsatisfactory, and he has recom- 
mended that Mr. Shockley's services be dispensed with. Ir. 
Agent Ball and the Reverend Principal of the Squamish 
Residential School concur in this recommendation. 


To replace Mr. Shockley, Indian Agent Ball 
recomaends Mr. A. R. Tebbs. For the last two years, Mr.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter 
of the 25th instant regarding tools stolen from the manual 
training department of the Squamish Residential School. 


I enclose a list of the tools herewith. The 
last item, a warehouse coat, was the personal property of the 
manual training instructor, C.J.Merricke 


It was discovered that one of the pupils 
Joe Charlie, aged 14, went to the teacher Sister Alix on 
December 29th and told her another Sister had sent him ror the 
keys to the manual training school so that he could go in 
and close a window which had been left open. The Sister 
handed over the keys which were returned shortly after and 
nothing more was thought of it until school re-opened when 
the loss was discovered. The pupils were questioned and all 
denied knowledge of the theft but suspicion centred on Joe 
Charlie who was brought to this office for questioning. He 
finally confessed that he had not been sent for the keys at 
all, had taken the tools and hidden them under the school and 
later that day sold them to two white boys for fifty cents. 
These boys can not be traced as he said he had never seen 
them before or since. There is evidence to support the 
matter of the fifty cents because he took another boy to North 
Vancouver and spent it on soft drinks - which was verified 
later. 


I was in favour of sending the boy to the 
Industrial School, but the Sister Superior begged that he 
should not leave her school. After consulting the father 
of the boy who was very disappointed and angry, I acceded 
to the Sister's Superior request on condition that the boy 
was properly punished by his father. Unofficially I may say 
he was given a wholesome thrashing and later he apologized 
to his teachers and will refund $10.00 towards purchasing new 
tools. The manual training instructor also asked that the 
boy remain and continue his instruction, although he had 
lost a coat in the deal. 


Possibly the Department will consider that 
this matter was handled in rather an unorthodox manner, but 
personslly I do not like to see Indian boys sent to the 
Provincial Industrial School as it does not improve them 
in the least--rather the reverse. 


The loss will not be very much in excess of 
the j10.00 and every effort will be made to locate the boys 
who bought the tools, though I doubt if we shnll meet with

dentsl work absolutely required at the present time. The 
fees allowed will be at the rate of 25 cents for each ex- 
traction and $1.00 for each amalgam filling. More expensive 
fillings are not authorized. In the case of temporary teeth, 
only extractions can be allowed. The work should be performed 
at the sciool, and all material, equipment sand transportation 
expenses should be supplied by the Dentist. You should 
interview Dr. Dalby et your earliest convenience, and ascertain 
4f he will carry out the work at the fees mentioned. If so, 
you should inform the Principal and arrange to have the work 
absolutely necessery cerried out.

I beg to lay the following facts 


concerning the Roman Catholic Indian School 


at Mission, and the nature of my connection 


with it for your consiceration and assistance. 


I must inform you to commence 

ay statement, that I became a convert to 
the Roman Catholic Church a few years ago, 
and I went to the College of the Benedictine 
Fathers at Mount Angel, Oregon in 1892 to 
study for the prkesthood. I remained at 
Colloge two years when finding my own Tre~= 
sources would not permit of my continuing 
my studies there this year without pecuniary 

sistanee, I did as other clerical students 
de, endeavoured to get them paid by a 
Bishop, on condition of devoting ones 


future labours to the advancement of his 


diocese. 
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diocese. 

Having relatives resident in B. C. 
I naturally applied to Bishop Durieu of New 
Westminster last April to that effect, and 
received an answer from him in reply, * 
That he would be very happy to adopt me for 
the continuance of my studies on condition 
of my eventually labouring in his diocese, 
if I could send him a written reference 
from the Benedictine Fathers as to my proe# 
ficiency in translating just an ordinary 
latin book and gave general good conduct etc. 

As I was engaged in translating 

Antons Ceasar at the time, the Benedictine 
Fathers sent Bishop Durieu a very satisfac» 
tory reply in every respect; and I received 
another letter from him stating that the 
reference was perfectly satisfactory in every 
way, and would I like to come to Westminster 
at once. As Bishop Dueicu had not given me 
particulars (as I had requested him) as to 
where I should continue my studies etc, I 


wrote him again to that effect, but in reply 


he evaded giving me a definite answer saying 


he 
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he would explain all when I came to Westmins= 
ster. 

On vacation in June (with much diffie 
culty and expense owing to the railway 
strike at the time) I came to Westminster 
fully expecting Bishop Durieu (as is cuss» 
tomary) would reimburse me for the outlay, 
but nothing of the kind, and to my surprise 
he informed me that he had made arranements 
for me to study philosophy and theology at 
Mission and to teach the school there, and 
when I demurred at not having been told these 
arrangements before leaving Oregon, I was 


told (after having lost other and as it 


proved then, better chances there, and having 


come a long and expensive journey on his 
account) "Well, that was all he had to 

offer me". He however assured mo by going up 
to Mission I should get through all my studies 
in three years, and was very desirous *On 
account of my health® that I should first 
spend a month’s holiday with my friends(And 

as I afterwards learned to enable him to give 


a 
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a month’s notice to a teacher employed at 
the Mission School). 
I went up to Mission on 
August Ist. and had the entire charge of 
the school with attendance at all the spiritual 


exercises of the Oblate Community and study 


of Senerinos Philosophy imposed on me. I cone 


tinued all these duties for a month and 
then owing to the constant mental strain 
without the least time for relaxation or 
exercise I became so unwell from dyspepsia 
that I had to return again to my friends 
to recuperate. 

After two weeks absence I 
received a letter from Father Chirouse the 
Director of the School, stating that Bishop 
Durieu had sent Father Morgan then up to 
Mission to holp me with the school, (though 
I learnt afterwards Father lMorgan’s presence 
there was owing to the strong condemnation by 
the judge of his conduct in intimidating a 
witness in the penitentiary scandal) I 
however returned shortly afterwards and 


resumed my studies in the morning. 
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I may remark here that I always experienced 
great difficulty in obtaining instruction 
from the Fathers there, owing to their 
very Frenchified Latin pronunciation, and 
their ignorance of any but the most crude 
and simple words in the English language. 
It is utterly impossible that they 
(including Bishop Durieu) can teach Boys 


English when they can neither speak it or 


write it correctly themselves, and though 


they draw two thousand dollars yearly from 
the Government for the proper maintenance 
and instruction of the twenty two boys in 
their school. Bishop Durieu in a recent 
letter to myself states that "He never has 
at any time p2rid a salary to a teacher for 
them" and as they do not spend a cent of the 
money to clothe them, but leave them to be 
insufficiently and wretchedly clad by their 
friends. I can only surmise at what they do 
with the money. I know that I frequently 
spoke to Father Chirouse about their not 


having suitable books for geography and 


other 
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other studies, and complained about the 


supply of books being insufficient and dilap-» 


idated , but to no effect. I know too, that 
they wore frequently employed out in the 
ficlds when according to the code of rules 
sent by the Government for their regulation, 
they were supposed to be in school acquiring 
an education. I purposely omitted signing 
the marks in the record for their attendance, 
because I did not wish to mark down their 
being in attendance at school when they were 
not. 

I returned again and taught school in 
the afternoon rising at five in the morning 
attending all spiritual exercises of the 
community and studying myself in the morning 
and to continue my statement my relatives 
desired me to ask Bishop Duricu in November 
if he was willing(to do as other Bishops 
do) provide me with clothes ete. especially 
as I was chicfly omployed in teaching his 
School, and he had never contributed a cent 
towards my evpenses so far. I did so, and 
was told by Bishop Durieu that he would supply 


me 
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me with clothes from the store of cast off 
garments given them for the Lay Brothers 

to work in, and a pair of shoes when those I 
had were on the ground, and I must not imagine 
that I could continue wearing linen shirts 

as I had been accustomed to, but in future a 


flannel shirt must serve me both sunmer 


and winter. He would also require me to study 


and teach school four years. He also must 
insist on my making no further excuse to 
Father Chirouse opening and examinkng all 

my letters before I received or sent any 
away. I must fast more rigoursly too, I 
asked for time to consider these conditions. 
I may state thatithe living there is frugal 
and scanty in the extreme. I had nothing 

but bread and coffee, salt salmon and pos» 
tatoes on the many fast days and I could not 
fast more than I did then. I may mention too 
that Father Chirouse, the Director of the 
School, and who was also appointed my spiri-« 
tual adviser, is the same priest who so 
unmercifully beat a poor Indian woman some 


time 
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time ago and was imprisoned in consequence. 
On Dec. 20th. I received in-= 
timation through 2 letter from Bishop 
Duriew to one of the Fathors at the Mission 
*That I should then be required to study and 
ach scheol six years instead of three as 
first agreed on. I must at once allew Father 
Chirouse to examine all my letters and fast 
more strictly. I at once said these con» 
ditions were entirely different to those 
under which I had been induced to teach 
their school five months, and that I should 
not continue there any longer unless I re» 
mained until I could obtain some position 
elsewhere. 
I learnt 2 few (ays later that 
Bishop Durieu had again writton stating 
that I might remain as long as I liked, 
providing that I taught school, but I must 
not expect to receive a cent in payment from 
him. I however came to Vancouver and cone 


sulted with my relatives, who advised me to 


demand 
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demand payment of Bishop Durieu for the time 
I had been employed by him under misrepreson- 
tation to teach his school. 

In the meantime 
I received a letter from Father Chirouse 
stating that he was awaiting my return to 
open up school again. 

Bishop Durieu steadily 
refusos to recompense me an any way for the 
tuition I have given his school or for 
the loss I have sustained, and I leave it 
to you,Sif£, to judge whether recompense should 
not be given me, for the time I have taught 
the school. I do not include in this the cost, 
the loss of other positions, the expense of 
travelling and the wear and tear of my clothes 
etc. in the same cause. And I trust that 
in any way it is in your power to aid me 
against this injustice being perpetrated 


on me you will kindly do so And oblige

There was an outbreak 
of the disease on Hatzic Prairie,® the contagion,no 
doubt,has come from there. 

Now,this is a curious business. I reported the

who, according to the statement of the doctor, were removed 

to the infirmary. 

For the Department's further information I may state 
that the Indian Superintendent left Victoria for the Fraser 
Agency by this morning's steamer where he will see Mr. Agent 
MeDonald who has just been requested by telegraph to notify 
the Superintendent of the outbreak in order to receive from 
him the necessary instructions for the care of the four cases 
and the prevention of the spread of the disease to the other 
pupils (boys and girls) of the inatitution. Dr. Stuart remarks

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that he reported the matter of the outbrenk to Dr. C. J. Fagan, 
Secretary of the Provincial loard of Health, Victoria, B. C., 
who advised that all the children of the school be duamunized 
the cost of which, for Antitoxine alone, Dr. Stuart states 
would be about $200.00. Being on the ground the Superintendent 
will be placed in possession of such such information by the 
doctor and Mr. Agent MeDonald as will enable him to readily 
give the necessary instructions in the matter. 

The attention of Mr. Agent McDonald 
was drawn to what appears to be an important point concerning 
which nothing is stated either by Dr. Stuart or himself, visz- 
the sanitary condition of the institution. Mr. McDonald has 
been asked to inform this office if all the closets, drains, 
etc. about the premises are in a thoroughly sanitary state 
and if the drinking water is pure also whether warbage be 
allowed to accumulate about the school grounds and if the 
vegetables consumed at the institution are obtained from an 
unquestionable source. 

The Agent has been asked to report to this 
office from time to time as to the progress made in the treatment 
of the disease that the Department may have full information 
with respect thereto.

In reply to your letter,asking for inform 
ation as to the probable source of the contagion causing 
Diphtheria at St- Mary's Mission School, I beg to say that I 
have investigated the conditions thoroughly, & am obliged to 
conelude that the late Rev. Father Marchal must have contracted 
the disease outside the limita of the Old Mission. The sanitary 
arrangements at the School are excellent: every thing is 
scrupulously clean & there is no defective drainage. As, for 
the past four years there have been sporadic outbreaks of 
Diphtheria in Mission Municipality and Dewdney, it is probable 
that the contagion may be lurking in some of the older houses 
in these districts. 

I am glad to say there have been no fresh cases at

Dear Mr. McDonald, 

I should have notified you yesterday of 
the bad state of affairs at Ola Mission, only I had to go to 
North Bend, and consecuently had to put off writing till to-day. 

Father Marshal contracted Diphtheria - a most 
malignant type - on Sunday. I saw him on Monday & gave him 
a@ maximum dose of Antitoxine. On Tuesday morning he had evident- 
ly attempted to sit up in bed and the effort had been too much 
for the weakened heart. He must have fallen back on the pillows 
and died instantly. 

Two of the Indian girls then took the disease; but 
prompt measures have succeeded in checking the mischief. I am 
living in fear & trembling; for of course there was plenty of 
opportunity for the disease to get all through the place. I 
will notify you at once should any more cases develope

F.1I19.704-I1, I must thank you for allowing us an inorease of I5 grant 
earning pupils for St. Mary's .As & matter of fact that was all I 
requested when you granted me the favor of an interview last December. 
However, on my return to British Columbia I discovered that 
we had accomodation for 84 pupils,accoBding to measurements made by 
Mr. R.H. Cairne on the 7th. of last month. I am enclosing a copy of 


Mr. Cairns’ report to Father Rohr O.M.I.,principal of the school. 
According to this report there is sufficient accomodation 


in the dormitories for 42 boys and 42 girls.I also am satisfied that 

we have room for an equal number of boys and girls in the class-rooms, 
for the reason that all the pupile do not attend class at the same time. 
The older children have class in the forenoon , and the younger ones in 
the afternoon.

Vission, B.C. 
I consider St. Mary's an excellent establishment, 


and yet it only receives the minimum grant $100.00 per annum. 
Now, you will agree with me, I have no doubt, that the children 
cannot be properly fed amd clothed and educated according to 
approved standards for such @& sum. Likewise it may be said, 
that the obligation to adequately provide for the education of 
Indian children is on the State, not on the Church. 

Just a year ago you were good enough to increase 
the number of grant earning pupils at St.Mary's from 60 to 75. 
I was grateful for this concession and I may assure you that it 
has been of some financial benefit to us. But I now wish to 
renew my request made about the same time that the number of 
grant earners be further increased. ‘s I then stated, there is 
according to Mr. Captfins report sufficient accomodation in the 
dormitories for 42 boys and 42 girls. Now, 1 also honestly 
believe that we can accomodate at least an equal number of 
boys and girls in the class rooms, for the simple reason that 


all the boys and girls do not attend cless at the same time.

Dear Mr. Scott: 

As Superior of the Catholic Indian Schools 
on the lower mainland in British Columbia, I em much in- 
terested in their welfare. To-day, I beg leave to write 
you particularly in behal* of St. Mary's Mission, B. Ceo 

St. Mary's is the oldest Boarding School in 
thie Province, and one of the best conducted . For more 
than half a century it has done splendid work, and at the 
present time especially ie giving the fullest satisfac- 
tion to the Department. This school is admirably situated 
on high ground overlooking the Fraser Valloy. The health 
of the children is egain perfect this year, and it is worthy 
of note that at St. Mary's epidemics are unknown. Our sani- 
tary arrangements have been carefully attended to and a per- 
fect water system hes been installed, pure water being piped 
in from the neighboring hills. The milk supplied to the 
children is pure and abundent, and you will be pleased to 
hear that at the request of the Principal the cattle of the 
school are examined every year, for tuberculosis, by Dre Dalton, 
the Provincial Veterinary Inspector. Two years ago we in- 


stalled a steam heating system at a cost of *#8000.00 and for 
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several years the whole establishment has been lighted by 
electricity. 

With regarag to the intellectual and moral 
training received by the children, I need not speak, as it 
has been highly commended by the Government Inspector,and I 
think, by both Indian Agents. I would like to state, however, 
that the children are also educated slong various useful lines. 
The boys, for instance, are taught farming and gardening and 
a little carpentry, a few are learning shoe-repairing, and three 
or four of the oldest, plumbing and pipe-fitting. As for the 
girls, they learn from the devoted Sisters, cooking and house- 
keeping, and plam and fancy sewing in a way that would reflect 
credit on many far more pretentious institutions. 

And now the question to which I wish to draw your 
attention is one of further financial aid from the Government 
for this particular School. 

St. Mary's School at present is only receiving the 
minimum grant, $100.00 per annum for each pupil. I consider 


the School is entitled to the maximum erant. In such an in- 


stitution as St. Mary's, $100.00 per annum is quite inadequate. 


We find it impossible to feed, clothe, educate and house a child 
with this amount, and each year when we have expended on the 

School the Governnent allowance, we have to turn for additional 
help to the Society for the Propagation of the Feith, and to the 


Congregation of the Oblates. But this, to my mind, is unfair, 
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for as I have said on a previous occasion it is on the 
State, and not on the Church, to provide the necesssery 
means for the education of the Indian. 

And here let me submit » rough estimate of 


our receipts and expenses at St. Mary 8, last yeare

Last year 
t cost us only about $430.00 because we prevailed on magy 
parents to pay for their children's clothing, put realizing 
that they *#re somewhat averse to this we intend in future to 
clothe the childven at our owm expense.

I beg to report the serious outbreak of small—pox amongst 
the Indians in the lower part of this Agency. 
On investigating yesterday in company with Dr. Mccaffrey I

found that so far it was solely amongst the pupils belonging to St. 


Mary's Mission Sehool. I questioned the children and found that there 
Nad bdesn some’ sickness in the school, and some of these now suffering 
had been sick for a few days in the sehool, so they were all sent off 
homee One child was tuken off the train with the rash out on her 

andi she stated tha she school authorities had not any doctor to at- 
tond her. 

I immediately placed the pnatients and these that were brought 
in contaet with them in quarantine and placed a constable in charge. 
Some of them were very much adverse to being placed in quarahtine stat- 
ing that they had no means of support so I had to purchase a certain 
amount of supplies, and made arranger nts for the con#table to keep 
them supplied in water, fuel and necessary food. There was another 
patient who was at home with her parents on Seabird Island Reserve, 
which family I have .1so placed in quarantine. 

We had an expert sent from the Coast who pronounced it small 
pox of tie very worst type. 

It is likely to be hard to control as the children were sent 
from the school to different reserves. There were no less than 
twelve (12) of these children sent out into different parts of this 
Agency. Dr. Fort has one of these children under his care at North 
Bend but has not as yet pronounced the diseas as small—pox.

There have only been four more eases who have been infected by these

I have also found that it has broken out amongst the 
Indians of the Anderson Lake Band at Darey. This was brought there 
vy Indians from the Pemberton and they state that there is a great 
deal of it there. I immediately quarantined the whole reserve and 
put a guard on as there were several other Indians who had the symp- 


toms and I want if possible to prevent this disease spreading further.

These were 
practically all sent into the lower portion of this Agenoy with the 
result that I had no less than twenty-seven cases of small pox which 
are shown on a separate report enclosed from Constable MacLeod. Owing 
to these cases there were no less than fifty five who were in these 
quarantine camps and attended to by Dr. MoCaffrey and supervised by 
Constable MacLeod. Of all these cases there were a number belonging 
to the New Westminster Agency, but I am glad to report that we are

It may be stated in this connection that the epidemic, 
seemingly was the result of pupils from St. Mary's Mission Sehool 
in the New Westminster Agency, having been sent home who showed 
symptoms of illness and apparently without any measures having been 
taken to ascertain the nature of the illness from which they suffered 
and I may here state that Dre AeGe Stuart of Mission city is paid 
salar at the rate of $500.00 a year to attend Indians on certain Tre~ 
serves and .lso pupils of Ste Mary's Mission Schoole It seems strange 
that both the Principal of the School and the Doctor allowed the 
pupils of the School to ‘eave the Institution when showing symptoms of 
siiall—pox. Agent Graham has stated that one of the children from the 
school was taken off the train with an eruption visible, and he has 
said further that the Sehool authorities did not have a doctor to 
look after the pupils. in another letter Mr. Graham stated that he 
had managed to locate all the pupils that had been diseharged from 
the Mission School and found that about every one of them that had 
not been vaccinated was suffering from small—-pox (F427031-65 )e Mre 
Graham said that later the disease was pronounced by an expert from 
the eoast to be small—pox of the very worst tyne. The disease also 
developed amongst the Indians at Anderson Lake where it was prought 
from Pemberton. Possibly the sehool authorities and Dr. Stuart

I have the honour to acknowledge receipt of your letter 
of the 6th inst,and I do not hesitate to say that,with the 
exception of the initial paragraph regarding my professional 
duties to the pupils of St.Mary's Mission Roarding ‘chool, 
about which there can be no dispnte,it is the most grossly 
injurious and unfair I ever had the misfortune to receivo. 

Fow can you, ir,if you possess any sense of justige,on 
the no-authority of such vague and indeterninate statements 
as,"it is understood," "it has heen said! bring so gravely 
criminal an accusation against a Medical Health Officer? 
For,in effect,you accuse me of having,through carelessness 
and dereliction of duty,bheen the direct means of causing a 
wide-spread and serious out-break of Small Pox throughout 
the country. 

You say,categorically,that I did not take the necessary 
precantions to stamp ont the direese while it was confined 
to &t.Mary's School. 

I have been Medical Health Officer for Mission Municip- 
-ality,as well as the districts of Newdney & liicomen,for so 
many years that I have the right to assume my services have 
uniformly met with the approbation of the Authorities 
concerned; and I have no intention of permitting my reputation 
to be injured in this manner,without making every effort in 
my power,not only to exonerate myself,but to discover if 
possible the author or authors of thie glaringly false and 
most injurious scandal. 

You say that the Department will be glad to receive an 
explanation from me;and yet I may,without impertinence,ask 
what assurance I have that such explanation will meet with 
the impartial consideration it deserves,seeing that my case 
has heen already prejudged and my conduet severely censured. 

The facts,however,are there: - . 

I was away on holiday during the month of July,and my 
"locum tenens'for the time vas Dr.>=.H.Port,of Clayburn.F.C.

ptly quarantined the school, 

When I returned on August Ist.1l visited the place,sav 
that the usnal warning placards were in position,and that the 
proper precautions were being taken to prevent the spread of 
the disease.I may say here that they have exceptional facilities 
at O14 Mission for thoroughly isolating cases of contagious 
disease,and that these were talen full advantage of on this 
occasion.Very soon we had 22 cases at St.Mary's School;and not 
only were these kept in a dormitory by themcelves,but Sisters 
were detailed to attend them,who never,under any circumstances, 
came in contact vith the healthy immates. 

I visited there cases at least once a day in the earlier 
stages,and two or three times a week while they were convalescing. 
Lot one of those children was permitted to leave the ‘chool 
tintil the very last one to contract the disease had thorou; ‘hly 
recovered; then every one was scrupulously sponged from head 
to foot with disinfecting solution;clothes that could not he 
properly sterilized were burnt,and the whole huilding cleansed 
and fumigated in a way that,I do not hesitate to say,could not 
have heen improved upon.hen,and only they.were any o* the 
children allowed to leave *t.lMary's; and the “act that no new 
case developed subsequently, either in the school itself or 
anywhere in the immediate neighhourhood,showed fairly well that 
our efforts to restrict the epread of the disease had been 
satisfactory. 

As to the origin of the onut-break, it has heen clearly 
demonstrated that Sma&l Pox existed among the “emberton Meadows, 
Anderson Lake and Chilliwack Indians weeks hefore it appeared 
at Old Mission. 

I,both as physician and Health Officer,took so much pains 
in visiting the sick Indians and watching individual cases 
carefully,that I considered I had not only done my duty well, 
but that my services merited some special recognition from the 
Nepartment;and I did not hesitate to say so;the more,because, 
last year,about this time,1,for over two months,visited ft. 
Mary's School,not only every day (and several times at light) 
but frequently twice «a day,as there were in all hetween 70 to 
89 pupile i111 with 'Flu. 

Taking those two occasions alone into consideration, I 
knov that I did an amount of professional work for the 
Department,for which a whole year's salary would he inadecuate 
payment;and the special recognition I receive,is your letter 
of the 6th! 
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In accordance vith the request “rom the Department, 
. physician to the Tndians here, given you my version

AR atier rohr for that.Indeed, it is a reli-estatlished “act, 
that some o° the earlier cares were so mild that the patient 
aid not complain of more than aA slight malnire,and the ill- 
defined eruntion,in more than one o” these,was discovered 
accidentally. 

hegarding my ordinary visits to St.Mary's fchool,! 
don't hesitate to a*firm that a week seldom passes without my 
maving a pro*essional call there. 

T have in this reply,indeavoured to avoid over- 
stepping the bounds o*® courtesy, and the gravity. of the attack 
on my professional reputation sufficiently warrants an emphatic 
denial. 

The monthly report of my Indian work was interrupted 
in the ®all of I978,seimply hecanse,on account of the excessive 
amount of the '¥lu Epidemic work, I had no time to male out 
the ustal “orms:and since then thir duty haée,l admit,been 
neglected;for which I tender the Yepartment my regret and 
apology.

Lately it had been thought that by the building of 
a fair-sized structure immediately behind the Church to be 
used as a kitchen and dining halls for both beys and cirls 
it would help both in minimizing the labour and expense 
but as hig ore opnez things necessary this idea has béen 
given up apd atte W cd i natte, 
Kew Bark, deundry, an atne senere “Sepa re to the bul faings 
which need a good overhauling, until such time as they can 
be replaced by new onese 


Since the Department has taken over the Ste Georgets 
School at Lytton and,it is understood,the Coqualeetza School 
at Chilliwack, the Reverend Father feels thaf the same 
policy should be pursued with regard to Ste Mary's Mission. 
I aero, Sepenanes to him that the Department's policy was 
against the spending of large sums of money on prope

I do not know how fer you will be prepared to ¢o in 
this matter, but I would say that in the event of your 
deciding to do re in the wey of taking the school over, 
the erection of an up-to-date laundry and a new barn, with a 
small amount of repair work on the present buildings would 
carry them along for some timee 


Having a keen agpree tation of your generous nature 


in connection with all school matters I feel that you will 
hardly be inclined to disregard Father Welch's appeal but will 
meet it insofar as it is possible so to do. Therefore in the 
event of you deciding to do nothing in the matter of taking 
this school over I might suggest that some assistance be given 
in the wey of purchasing the material for the barn so much 
needed, and also a washing machine and wringer similar to the 
one purchased for the Kamloops School last year at a cost of 
about 450.00. What the material for the barn would cost I am 
not prepared to say.

I beg to report that on the 13th instant, 
No.9-340, Mabel Nelson, aged 13 years, and 0-304, 
Lily Richardson, aged 12 years, pupils at St. Mary's 
Mission Residential School, attempted to set fire to 
the Institution with the idea of being released from 
School, as they were home sick. 


Rev. E. Maillard, Principal, immediately 
turned them over to the Provincial Police without 
notifying this office, and haw not yet made any report 
of it beyond mentioning in a letter, a week later, that 
two children had tried to set fire to the School, but 
were now in the hands of the Police. 


They were committed for trial by the local 
Magistrate, sent to Oalmlla Gaol and thence to the 
Provincial Industrial Sehool for Girls, Vancouver, from 
where they were brought up before the County Court 
yesterday. His Honour, Judge Howay, turned them over to 
me to be dealt with, and I am sending them to the Kamloops 
Residential School, where Rev. J. Duplanil, will I am sure 
take care of them. I would, therefore, request that the 
approval of the Department be given to the transfer of the 
above mentioned pupils from St. Mary's Mission Residential 
School to the Kamloops Residential School. 


In this connection I may say that I consider 
the action of the Principal very ill advised, and as it is 
the second time this summer that he has given undesirable 
publicity to the Institution under his charge, I requested 
the Rev. Father Welch to take the necessary steps to 
remove him forthwith, and have no doubt you will be com- 
municated with from this quarter at an early date. 


Father Maillard has many good points, but he is 
altogether too excitable and hot headed to be Principal 
of a School, and I do not consider that the interests of 
the Indian children, the Church or the Department are safe 
in his hands.

I beg to acknowledge the receipt of your 2-8-A of 
the 13th instant, enclosing the June quarter return of the 
St. Mary's Mission Indian Residential School. This return 
shows the names of 136 pupils enrolled and the average attend- 
ance is 128. Grant is prowided for 107 pupils at this school 
and, in addition, the Department promised some time ago to 
allow supernumerary grant for four pupils. The earnings have, 
therefore, been computed on an average of 111. 


For your information, I may point out that, in paying 
supernumerary grant, it ie the practice of the Department to only 
allow same until the close of the academic year during which the 
supernumerary grant was promised. 


The Department is, therefore, not prepared to allow 
further supernumerary grant.

s the best I can make after a long talk to the Principal. 
The first table given to me by the Principal gave a total number 
of children in the school at 114, made up of 111 present and 3 
absent. The Department pays Per Capita on 107. The Principal 
appears to have been told to send the extra children home. A 
number of children have, I am informed, been refused admission 
and 8 children have been discharged. The Principal regrets very 
much that he gave me wrong figures and has apologized for doing 
so. He informs me that many of the children the Department 
wishes him to discharge come from homes in which the conditions 
are poor. 


Total Present: 124. Boys 62. Girls 62. 


Absent three, 1 in Hospital, and 2 temporarily 
at home. The Agent has been notified by the School with regard 
to these 2. 


There are, I am certain, more children in the 
school than I have shown above, and I would recommend that the 
Department ask for a definite statement as to how many children 
are at the school.

I ber to aknow ve receipt of your letter No.153-1-1 
of January 27th, 1932 revarding the number of children in school. 

I wish to say that Mr. Barry's report states the correct 
number; 61 boys and 63 girls. 

In this connection I ber to remind you that the number 
of lo? was authorized in 1983 in consideration of extra dormitory 
accommodation then installed. In 1928 the smaller dormitory added 
in 1923, and which held 9 beds, was discontinued because of possible 
risk of fire and a class-room on the ground floor with space for 16 
beds substituted as sleepine-quarters. This wave us room for an ad- 
ditional 7 children. 

Last year, recoznizinz the rush o* entries likely to occur, 
I made over rooms in the staff-wine which accommodate lo beds nicely. 
We have thus room for 17 pupils in excess of the authorized number 
of 107. 

From my report you will have seen that I have struck off 
pupils bringing the number to,111l; but ,owing to the difficulty of 
getting many of these children«to proper, “and also on account of the 
feeling of the parents, have carried them as our own pupils, as I 
felt that I had the necessary accommodation to care for them. 

I may mention here, that Mr. Barry on his inspection, look 
ed through these dormitories and seemed to find them quite satisfac- 
tory such as the buildings are, and I definitely remember that he 
remarked that he did not find them overcrowded. 

The school having the necessary space, as an act of charity 
I have carried the extra pupils at the expense of the Oblate Fathers 
in the hope for such time as prover arranvement can be made for 
their care. 

I appreciate that the Derartment finds it difficult to 
finance the extra crant for the rnresent: but surely that should be 
no reason that these children should not be assisted.

With the new Central Building and the 
reconstructed Boys! Building, the accomodation available 
has been greatly enlarged. I am of opinion that two 
hundred children can now be cared for without overcrowding. 
Ly recommendation in this respect is made under the head 
of Finance. 


I understand that the Principal will be 
visiting the Department of Indian Affairs in Ottawa during 
the month of January, and that he will on that occasion 
hand to the Secretary of the Department the blue prints 
which will clearly show all the changes in the buildings. 
I have pleasure however in informing the Department that 
the new work has been done in splendid manner, and in 
consequence excellent accommodation will now be available 
vor about 100 extra Indian children at liission. There 
are a large number of children in the Fraser valley, whom 
in my opinion should be in this Residential School. 


In view of the fact that the Catholic Church 
has spent or is spending a very large sum in the recon- 
struction of the Residential School at Mission, and the 
erection of a new central building, and that the accom- 
modation now available is sufficient ror 200 children, 

I wish to recommend that per capita grant be allowed for 
200 in place of the 107 and 3 special children for which 
this grant ia at present sanctioned.

In this connection I would draw the attention 
of the Department to the great need for extra Roman 
Catholic Residential School service for this Agency. 


I have at date three hundred and seven children 
between the ages of seven and sixteen. Two hundred and 
seventy-three @atholics and thirty-four United Church. 


For school accommodation I have the large 
Coqualeetza Residential School, almost entirely for the 
penefit of distant Agencies, and on the other hand have to 
share the one hundred and seven pupil school at Mission 
with the Lytton Agency for my two hundred and seventy-three 
Catholic children. The Lytton Agency has large numbers 
of Catholics also to place.

On January 10th., last,I presented to the Indtan Depart- 
ment at Ottawa a memorandum in which I outlined the needs of this 
district for greater Residential School capacity, the improvements 
alredy made to this Schoo’ to increse its accommodation, and the 
urgency of an increase of pupilage for this School. 


By letter of January 25 th.I was notified that my re- 
quest would not be granted; that not even would the item be inoluded 
in the Supplementary Estimates. Goine East in May I had an interview 
with the Minister of the Interior,at which the Deputy Superintendent 
General and Mr.Barber, our local Member,were present. There I was 
assuged that an increse of pupilage would be allowed at once, to date 
from April lst., 1934 and to cover as many as available funds would 
allow, and that the matter of further inorease of pupilage would be 
given full consideration in the next estimates presented to Parlia- 
ment. 


The former portion of that promise has been fulfilled, for 
on July 19th., a letter from the Secretary informed me that our pupi- 
lage had been increased to 125 pupils, as from April lst., and the 
June and September quarter grants have been paid accordingly. Now, I 
think it opportune to remind the Department of the latter part of the 
promise. 


Meanwhile, I have further increaged the capacity of the press 
School, by the erection of a three-story wing to the Girls@Building Aker siee 
and I would urge that request be made for 220 rather than 200 pupils.

MISSION CITY SCHOOL - As you are doubtless aware, the 

Oblate Fathers have during the 
psst year spent a considerable sum of money improving 
the buildings, providing accommodation for increased 
pupilage. At the present moment there is accommodation 
for £20 children whilst the Indian Dept. only recognizes 
pupilage for 152 children. One could understand this 
state of affairs were there no children in the various 
Indian reserves sround seeking admission to the school. 
The fact is that not only are there large numbers of 
children eligible for school but the condition of these 
children igs euch as to cause even the Indian Agent 
himself to remark on their deplorable condition. These 
children are oftentimes the victins of sad circumstances 
and it is not at all uncommon (my authority is Rev. Fr. 
Patterson who works on the Indian reserves) for these 
children to be seen drinking with adults. Anyone 
interested in the Indian question and seeing the deplor- 
able effects upon the lives of these children will 
readily see what inestimable benefits would accrue to 
them if the Indian Dept. would, by sanctioning their 
entry into the residential school, afford them the 
protection and care they need so urgently.

I beg to forward you herewith, a 
communication received from Reverend F. O*Grady, 
Principal of St. Mary"s Mission Imiian Residential 
School, in which he requests to have the present 
Grant for 160 pupils raised to 185. 


I am aware, of course, that the Depart- 
ment find it necessary to economize, but I wmld 
submit that the Reverend Principal has a very valid 
claim for consideration. It is true that in the area 
covered by the Lytton and New Westminster Agencies, 
there are three Residential Schools, St. George's 
Indian Residential School at Lytton, Coqualeetza Indian 
Residential School at Sardis, and St. Mary's Mission 
Indian Residential School. 


St. George's Indian Residential School 
takes cere of something less than fifty percent of the 
Lytton children, the remainder being Roman Catholics 
come to St. Mary’s Mission Residential School. Approxi- 
mately all the New Westminster Indians being Catholic, 
Coqualeetza Indian Residential School is of no use to 
me, so the result is that I have to share St. Mary's 
Mission School with the Lytton Agency. This means, of 
course, that there are long waiting lists of children 
and many really necessitous cases which mst be passed 
overe 


The Church Authorities at their owm 
expense provided accommodation up to 215 pupils to meet 
this situation, and the Department thus being relieved 
of cmstructional costs should, I think, make every 
effort to raise the Grant, as it can, from time to time, 
until it eventually reaches the limit of accommodation. 


Will you be good enovh to give the matter 
your serious attention, am if it can be managed in any 
way increase the Grant for this Institution.

On February 7th last I addressed 
a letter to Mr. Indian Agent Daunt of New Westminster, B.C. 
asking for an increase of twenty-five in the present pupilage 
of our school. The letter was forwarded to the Department 
but so far no reply has been received. 


I have learned recently that it is 
not the wish of the Department to further increase the pupilage 
in any of the schools this year and that therefore it is quite 
unlikely our reauest will be granted. But it is absolutely 
necessary, as I outlined in my letter to Mr. Indian Agent 
Daunt, that something be done immediately to alleviate the 
financial burden we are forced to carry at present. 


Would it be possible to have a part 
of the present pupilage of the Cariboo Indian Resi dential 
School transferred to this School? I understand that the 
Cariboo School is not so hard pressed as we are here and 
could, without great detriment to itself, dispense with at 

—least_tuslzeof-ite—pressnt Dandleag That number, while 
not enough to increase the Grant sufficiently for the 
Children we have in School, will nevertheless be of great 
help to us in the present difficulties. I have spoken to 
Father Forbes about the matter and he is not unwilling to 
have part of his pupilage transferred. 


If you would present this new propo- 
sition to the Secretary of the Indian Department for his 
immediate consideration I would be very grateful.

It is noted that the Cariboo Indian 
Residential School cannot secure the pupilage for which 
grant is allowed at the school and, under these circum- 
stances, it has been decided to transfer per capita 
allowance for twelve (12) pupils from the Cariboo Indian 
Residential School to the St. Mary's Mission Indian 
Residential School. 


The above arrangement will be effective 
from January lst, 1937, and it will mean that, from that

I have an urgent matter which I should like you 
to take up with the Department of Indian Affairs. 


With the re-opening of School this year we were forced to 
refuse a number of children who had made application to enter. We accepted 
185 although the per capita Grant is allowed for only 172. We could not 
posai bly take more. We had to refuse children 13 and 14 years of age who 
have never been to School and who have been on the waiting list for two 
yearse 


The situation is explained by the fact that the New West~ 
minster Agency is almost entirely Catholic and ours is the only Catholic 
Residential School in the Agency. It must, therefore, apart from the Day 
Schools, meet the educational needs of nearly all the children. The 
Coqualeetza Residential School at Sardis, although in this Ageney, has not 
more than 15 of the children. Furthermore this School is expected to take 
care of more than 50 per cent of the Lytton Agency. 


These facts explain why we have applications for more than 
the per capita allowance of 172. 


Would it not be possible for the Department this year to 
give us an increase of 15 in the Grant? although we have accommodation for 
many more, yet an inerease of 15 would enable us to accept those children 
whom we had to refuse and who are sadly in need of an education, 

Would you kindly urge the Department to give this matter 
serious consideration.

Dear Major MacKay:- 


I have read the letter from the 
Rev. F. O'Grady, 0.M.I., Principal of the St. Mary's 
Indian Residential School, Mission, and the recommendation 
of Mr. Indian Agent Daunt as contained in his 1-8-A 
of October 13th last, and would report as follows:- 


When I last inspected the Mission 
Indian Residential School on September 28th and 29th of 
this year, I found 67 boys and 108 girls or a total of 
175 in the actual classrooms and dormitories, and a 
further 5 boys and 5 girls in the Preventorium, making 
a total of 185 children in residence in the school, 
As reported after that visit a new Primary Classroom has 
lately been opened, and there was no sign of overcrowding 
in any of the dormitories. 


During the years 1933 and 1934 a 
considerable building programme was carried out by the 
Oblate Fathers at Mission. This provided for accommodation 
greatly in excess of the numbers previously accommodated 
here, 

In my report to the Department after 
an inspection in December 1933, under the heading of 
Buildings I stated that two hundred children could be 
cared ior without overcrowding. 


A new wing having been added in 1934 
to the girls building, I reported, following an inspection 
in January 1935, that two hundred twenty children could 
easily be accommodated. There were at that time 144 in 
residence. I believe that soon after this the number of 
children permitted to draw Per Capita Grant was increased. 
As others took over the duties of reporting on Finance 
and Buildings about then, I have no further information 
with regard to the actual number permitted to remain in 
this school by the Department, 


As you have asked me for my opinion 
I have no hesitation in recommending that two hundred 
children be authorized to draw Per Capita Grant at the 
St. Mary's Indian Residential School, this number to 
include the ten or so in the Preventorium, There is more 
than sufficient room in the main buildings for Sooneteny 
and classroom accommodation for one hundred ninety pupils. 


I certainly consider that it would be 
better to authorize such a number than to try to establish 
very small Day Schools in a large number of places. At 
the moment a number of children can not be accommodated 

, in any Indian school. tee,

Tha attached correspondence deals with an application 
by the . Father Grady, 0.M.I., Prineipal, St. Mary's Indien Resi- 
dential School, Mission, BeC., for an inerease in the number authorized 
to draw the per capita grant by 15. At present the grant is paid on a 
pupilage basis of 172 and the Rev. Prineipal would inerease this to at 
least 187. It will be observed that Capte GeH. Barry, Inspector of 
Indian Sehools for BeC., recommends that the number authorized to draw 
the per eapite grant at this sehool be raised to 200 but in view of the 
likelihood of a new Day Sehool at Pemberton which, if established, would 
take eare of some of the Pemberton children now attending St. Mary's 
Residential School, thereby making room for some of those not attending 
any school for lack of accommodation, I would reeommend that the Depart- 
ment favorably consider increasing the number authorized to draw the 
per capita grant to 187.

Dear Major MacKay; 


I am writing in connection with the proposed summer course 
in Physical Education and Leadership, open to Indian boys, 
under the auspices of the Provincial Department of Education. 


The course started yesterday, August 6th, and is being coh- 
ducted at the Normal School in Vancouver. I have enrolled 
two senior boys, Thomas Bull of Seton Lake and Ernie Charlie 
of Harrison Mills. ‘These are two of our most promising boys 
and I would have liked to have sent more, but I could not 
find suitable accomodation for them in the city. 


I am very pleased about the boys taking the course, as it is 
just the thing for them. The course comprises many very use- 
ful subjects in the fields of Health and Physical and Social 
Education. I am enclosing a copy of the time table, which 
you may find interesting. 


Through the kindness of the Christian Brothers, I have been 
able to find accomodation for the boys at Vancouver College, 
where they will be well looked after. I have also arranged 
to have Mr. Ruben, one of the Instructors, board with the 
two boys, in oréer to look after their welfare, while in the 
citys The course is free, but I will have to pay for the 
living accomodations for the three. This will amount to 
about thirty dollars each for the month of August, the dura- 
tion of the course. I would respectfully ask that the De- 
partment assume this expense, namely the amount of $90.00. 
The course will complement previous training, given these 
boys and prepare them for positions of responsibility in 
the Schools. Thomas Bull, one of the boys, has already 
served one year as disciplinarian at St. Mary's and has 
given fullest satisfaction. I have hopes of placing the 
other boy in a School this autumn.

This letter is in reference to the Indian Commissioner 
file number O-1ll-1, dated August 20th, 1945. 


I am enclosing receipted bills in triplicate from the 
Vancouver College, in the amount of $150.00. This co- 
vered the board and room of two of our Indian school 
boys and a Pro-Rec leader for the month of August. 


I have received $50.00 from the Pro-Reo for their man, 
which leaves a balance of $100.00 for the two Indian 
boys. Frankly, I did not surmise that cost would be 
so high, and I applied for only §60.00, as I thought 
that would be a reasonable charge. If the Department 
ean only re-imburse me in the amount of $60.00, which 
was originally asked for and authorized, the remainder 
of $40.00 will have to be charged against school funds, 
which is not all-together fair to me, But, I suppose 

I should have secured a definite rate from the College 
before applying. 


However, the course was of wonderful benefit to the boys. 
It was great experience, mingling with other youth lea- 
ders and receiving a training that is of immense value 

to them. I hope that we have more boys taking the course 
next year. I am very grateful to the Department for the 
help that they have given.

Dear Mr. Hoey:- 


It is my duty to call your attention 
to a situation that has been prevalent for some years in 
the district and territory served by St Mary's Indian 
Residential School. 


This institution has an authorized quota 
of 175 pupils and serves the two Agencies of New Westmins- 
ter and Lytton. There are, in these two Agencies, according 
to the Government Census of 1939, 629 Catholic children 
of school age. Beside St Mary's boarding school, there are 
four Catholic Day Schools operating in these two Agencies 
with a maximum enrollment of 110 pupils. Also about 85 
children attend other Residential Schools. This leaves 
about 434 children to be taken care of by St Mary's. Con- 
sidering the fact that our quota is 175, this means that 
about 60% of the Catholic children of these two Agencies 
are without the means of Catholic schooling. You will 
admit with me that this is a very alarming situation, both 
from the point of view of the Department and the Church. 

It is all the more striking when you consider that most 

of these children live in the Fraser Valley, 4 thickly 
populated ana progressive district. In such surroundings, 
lack of education is a serious handicap. 


In an effort to relieve this situation, 
St Mary's School has been carrying a considerable number 
over its quota of 175 as there is room for 210 children at 
the school. This is not fair, you will admit, to the school 
but the pressure of applications has been so great, especially

in regard to destitute children, that we could hardly 
fefuse sympathetic aid to the requests of Agents and 
parents. There are present, to day, at St Mary's 97 
boys and 105 girls. This represents 28 over our quota. 


I am informed that this situation 
has now existed for over five years and that the Principal 
has carried that extra number without receiving any relief 
from the Department of Indian Affairs, 


In view of the above facts, I will ask 
you to authorize an increase for this school from the present 
number of 175 to 210, This increase will enable us to take 
a few mor@ pupils over the number that we have in already 
and will facilitate the operation of the school. 


While the above increase will not solve 
the Indian problem in the territory served by St Mary's 
it will at least enable the Principal to carry on with less 
anxiety and fewer financial troubles. The matter of providing 
school accommodation for the 200 odd children who are at the 
present time without school facilities iiay be left to some 
future plans which may be evolved between St Mary's and your 
Department. 


Hoping that you will give this matter

A request has just been received for an 
increase in the pupilaze eat this school. 


At the present time the school has an 
authorized enrolment of 175 pupils and accepts the lioman 
Catholic Indien children from the New vestminster and 
Lytton Agencies. ‘There sre upwards of 629 Catholic 
chilcren of school age in these two agencies. ‘e have 
four day schools, which have « maximum enrolment of 
approximately 125 and an additional 55 Catholic children 
from these encies attend residential schools other than 
the St. Mary's. This leaves approximately 590 chtldren 
of school age in the two agencies for whom the ct. Mary's 
School is expected to provide. 


Most of these children live in the Fraser 
valley, a thickly populated, progressive district, and 
in such surroundings Indian children who have no education 
suffer a serious handicap. 


There is accommodation in this school for 
210 pupils and, as a matter of fact, the school has been 
accepting approximately 20 pupils over their authorized 
pupilage during the past year. 


I realize that increasing the pupilage at 
this school will not totally solve the educational problem 
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in the territory served by St. Mary's, but an increase 
would benefit several children. Under the circumstances 
I recommend, for the Minister's approval, that the 
pupilage at this school be increased from 175 to 210, 
effective October l, 1945. Funds for the purpose are 
available in the current year's appropriation.

I discussed with the Minister your memorandum 
of the 6th instant in reference to the requests you have re- 
ceived for an increase in the authorized enrolment at the 
Sacred Heart Residential School, Peigan, Alta., and 5t. 
Mary's Mission Residential School, New Westminster, B.C. 


In view of our inability to provide now the 
necessary improved Day Schools which would undoubtedly serve 
the educational needs of many of the children in these Resi- 
dential Schools, the Minister approved of the proposed increases. 


The requests are granted on the understanding 
that the authorized pupilage at each of the schools may be 
substantially reduced just as soon as improved Day School 
accommodation can be provided. The churches concerned should 
be warned that the increase is temporary only and that they 
should not go to any major expense in anticipation of the 
sepzeness enrolment being allowed to continue for any period 
of years.

However, I find that 
Mr. G. l, Barry, former Inspector of Indian Schools for the 
province of british Columbie, visited the St. Mary's Indian 
Residential School on February 2 and 3, 1939, and wrote in 
part as follows:-
